Great White Plague on the Increase 


Washington. — That the vigorous 
campaign against tuberculosis sas 
failed to che: ¢ the great white plague 
was the s®rtling charge made — by 
Nathan Strauss, the New York philan- 
thropist, at the fffth annual meeting 
of the National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis 
Mr. Strauss backed up his assertion 
by official statistics from the New 
York health department, showing an 
incrense of 33 per cent. in two years 
in cases of tuberculosis in the city 
that Dr. Koch described as leading 
the whole world in the fight against 
the disease, The reason of this fail- 
ure to make headway, Mr. Strauss de- 
clares, was the neglect of the mischief 
wrought by the tuberculosis dairy 
cow. Citing the results of scientific 
investigation and his own 18 years’ 
experience in saving lives, he summed 
up by saying that the abolition of 
tuberculosis will begin when it is 
made a crime to sell milk unless it 
comes from tuberculosis-tested cows 
or has been properly pasteurized.
